Niguel Rieccece0 And The War Debt 


The probFm of how to pay off Canada’s great war debt of two billions of 
dollars is one of such tremendous importance to every Canadian that it de- 
mands, and has for some time demanded, unremitting serious consideration 
by all Governments, institutions, corporations and societies having the wel- 
fare of the Dominion and its people at heart. It is not the Federal Govern- 
ment alone which should show concern over tiie problem, but each Provin- 
cial and municipal governing body as well, because so long as the dead weight 
of our war debt rests on this country, with the resultant necessity of impos- 
ing heavy Federal taxes, all other Governments are going to find themselves 
in financial difficulties.

Amazing it is, therefore, to find so little serious thought given and prac- 
tical action taken, to find a solution of the probiem. Because of its very 
magnitude and enormous difficulty the Federal Government and Parliament 
appear to be reluctant to touch it, with the result that while Great Britain 
and the United States are steadily and even rapidly paying off their war debts; 
Canada is marking time, and each succeeding year sees the Dominion no 
better oft and with no sign of any radical lessening of the taxation burden 
in the immediate future. Yet on all sides the statement is made that it is 
this heavy taxation which is throttling business and hampering industry 
and general national development. 


Governments and people recognize the situation, but all séem loth to at- 
tempt a remedy. On the one hand people are demanding a lowering of taxa- 
lion. Some want the tariff further reduced; others point out that Canada’s 
high income tax as compared with the United States schedules is driving 
capital out of the channels of productive industry into the absolutely safe-but 
less profitable form of investment in Government Bonds; the general public 
are insistent that postage rates be reduced to the pre-war figure and freight 
rates lowered. 

But how, asks the Government, can the revenue from customs be further 
reduced, less collected in income taxes, one-third cut off the postage rates, 
and the deficit on the Canadian National railways fhereased through lower 
freight rates, and at the same time enable the Finance Minister~to pay in- 
terest charges on the public debt and maintain the necessary public services, 
not to mention making a start at paying off the principal sum of the war debt? 


There is the problem. Some argue that a reduction in tariff, freight and 
postal rates would so stimulate business that inercased importations, railway 
traflic and postal_ transactions would not only offset any loss of revenue 
through lower rates, but would actually fead to increase in revenue because of 
the larger volume of business handled. This, however, is a moot question, 
and customs, postal and railway experts apparently hold the contrary view, 
and say that increased volume of business would not make up for the loss sus- 
tained through lower rates and certainly would not provide any increase in 
net revenue. 

If present rates of taxation cannot be lowered and are absolutely neces- 
sary to maintain public services and meet the interest charges on the national 
debt, it is even more certain that no additional taxation can be imposed in 
order to pay off some portion of the principal sum of that debt each year. 

So it would appear that Canada had reached a condition of stalemate. 
Such a condition means stagnation, an end to ali progress, and when a nation, 
like the individual, fails to make progress and grow, it starts to slip back- 
ward. There is no such thing as standing still in the life of a nation. It is 
either going forward or slipping backward. 

It is impossible to contemplate a young nation of intelligent, vigorous 
people like Canada, with its enormous wealth of natural resources and God- 
given opportunities, going backward. On the contrary it should be leaping 
forward. At the moment, however, it is tied hand and foot. Some steps 
must be taken to cut the knots. 

If renewed life cannot be put into the industrial, commercial and ae 
tive enterprises of Canada through a lowering of taxation in the form of cus- 
toms tariffs, freight rales, postal rates, ete, and if we cannot lift the dead | 
weight of the war debt by carrying even more taxation for a period, then | 
Governments must devise some other measures. 

It is the duty of all citizens to assist Governments in their task, and to 
offer constructive criticism and suggestions in regard to the proper solution 
of national problems. The writer of this article, therefore, suggests that, all 
other methods having proved ineffective to solve our debt and ‘taxation prob- 
lems, Federal and Provincial Governments should unite their forces and in- 
augurate an energtic nation-wide work oi development of the .natural re- 
sources of Canada, thus providing an enormous field for employment of labor, 
traffic for our railways,' business for our industries and commercial houses, 
and profitable utilization of available capital. . 

Development for use of Canada’s natural resources is the Instrument 
which unquestionably will cut the knots which hamper the Dominion’s pro- 
gress, and the production of wealth through such development is not only the 
surest, bul apparently the only way in which we can ever hope to pay off our 
war debt.

Russia’s Oil Fields 
: Not ot Being Developed 


Riches of Baku Going to Waste Under 
Soviet Rule 

No part of Russia seems to possess 
more attractions for the capitalists 
and business man than the great Baku 
oil fields on the Caspian Sea. If 
properly developed these wells are 
capable of producing sufficient gaso- 
line, kerosene, lubricating oil, vase- 
ne and by-products to keep the en- 
tire world supplied, it is sald. . But 
in their present state the fields pre- 
sent a melancholy picture. Only a 
small percentage of them are in ac- 
tual operation. The great wooden 
derricks and the pumps, compressors 
and drills on the remaining wells are 
fast falling Into decay. It is as if a 
great storm had suddenly visited a 
primeval forest, stripping the trees of 
their limbs and roots, and leaving 
ruin’and desolation in its wake. 

The stagration is due to Soviet Rus- 
sia’s lack of capital, modern machin- 
ery and technical skill to develop the 
oil fields, which were taken over by 
the state soon after the 1918 revolu- 
tion.

Cheese An All-Round Food 


It Is Sometimes Misunderstood 
Through Lack of Knowledge 
Cheese is probably the oldest manu- 
factured food we have. It is mention- 
ed several times In the Bible and it is 
certain that the art of making it was 
known long before the birth of Christ. 
While it is one of the oldest foods, it is 
also one of the most misunderstood, 
even though there are many people 
who think they know all about cheese.

Goodness 
of the leat is judged by the flavor, 
which depends upon two things, the 
elevation at which the plant is grown 
and the care exercised’ in the manu- 
facture of ihe tea. The higher the 
elevation of the tea garden the richer 
the leaf is {in essential oil, which con- 
stitutes its flavor.

The province of Alberta is fast 
climbing to the front as an exporter of 
high quality creamery butter to the 
markets of the world. In 1922, tho 
total exports of butter from the prov- 
ince to world markets reached scaree- 
ly 1,000,000 Ibs. In 1923 the total had 
grown to nearly 2,000,000 Ibs., and in 
1924, up to the end of September the 
totak exported has reached $,414,000 
Ibs., with the expectation that the 
total will be over 4,000,000 Ibs. by the 
end of the year. If the game rate 
of increase is maintained during 1925, 
the total exported by the end of that 
year will have reached §,000,000 Ibs., 
or nearly half the present day grand 
total of all creamery butter produced 
in the province. 

The bulk of butter exported 
Alberta goes to Great Britain, 
other foreign markets include severul 
of the United States, China, Japan and 
even Manilla. In the British market 
Alberta butter has been established as 
a clistinet product, and Alberta firma 
are now shipping te that market but- 
ter that not only appears under its 
own brand name, but also is treading 
very closely on the heels of the fam- 
ous Danish and New Zealand product

DANGER OF WAR. 
OVER IRAK HAS 
BEEN AVERTED 


Brussels—The dispute between 
Great, Britain and Turkey, concern- 
ing the status quo of the frontiér he- 
tween Turkey and Mosul, was settled 
by the Council of the League of Na- 
tions, which “unanimously adopted a 
resolution fixing a provisional frontier 
pending the settlement later of the 
question of the sovereignity of Mosul. 

An imperial commission of three 
men will shortly proceed to the Mosul 
district with the purpose of making a 
report to the council, which will serve 
as a basis for a later settlement of the 
sovereignily of Mosul.

| Of Lambs 


With 


Experiment At Lethbridge 
Different. Combinations Of 
Feed 
An experimental feeding 


test with 


-fambs, that has been in progress fo1 


several years, was continued at the 
Lethbridge, Dominion Experimental 
Station last year. The object sought 
is the comparison of alfalfa with 
ulvalfa and silage, and alfalfa and oat 
sheaves. The lambs were divided 
inio four groups of fifty cach. * The 
experiment was commenced December 
14, 1922, and cnded March 2t, 19238-—97 
days in all. The feeding was carricd 
on in open corrals, the only shelter 
provided being a shed open to the cast. 
At 7.30 an. and 8.80 p.m. cach day 
the hunbs reecived hay In combination 
tacks, and the grain was ted on silage 
Ju the same trough, the amount ol 
grain fed being the same for all 
groups. The amount of grain fed at 
stariing was one-half pound and at 
the close of the fecding period it had 
become one and a half pounds per 
head per day. The silage fed start- 
ed ut one-half pound and at the close 
Was iwo pounds per liead per day. 
Water was available at all dimes. 9 Un 
extremely cold weather tank heaters 
were used to keep ice from forming. 
Results given in a table furnished in 
the report of the superintendent of the 
station far 1928 show an average gain 
per head for period as follows: Group 
1, alfalfa, prain, 29.7; group 2, corn 
silage, alfalfa, grain, 35.1; group 3, 
suntlower silage, alfalfa, grain, 00.9; 
group ft, ont sheaves, alfalfa, grain, 
31.67. . 

In his deduction the superintendent 
says that when barley was included in 
the grain ration it was found that the 
Jambs attained a much better finish 
than when the grain ration consisted 
solely of oats. Also that the group 
geiting corn silage attained a good 
finish while the group getting sun- 
flower silage appeared to grow rather 
than fatten. Oat sheaves seem to be 
an execlient feed to combine with al- 
falfa, as the Jambs--in that group 
renehed. the highest degree of finish, 
but great care needs to be exercised 
in feeding the sheaves with a full 
grain ration lest death result from ex- 
cessive feeding of concentrates,

Strange Way to Fish 


North Queensland Natives Use 
Porpvises to Capture Mullet 

It is generally known that the Chi- 
nese train cormorants to fish for them, 
while iu Mnuglend others have been 
used for a similar purpose. But to 
use one fish for the purpose of cap- 
turing another is the strangest of 
ideas, and is practiced only in North 
Queensland. 

The tribe of blacks who fish in this 
extraordinary fashion live near Amity 
Point. When they see a shoal of mul- 
let close to the shore the men run 
down to the sea and begin striking the 
water with paddles or pieces of wood. 
This is to call the porpoises to help 
them, and, incredible as it may seem, 
the porpoises understand, and, charg- 
ing the shoal of mullet on the outer 
side, drive them shorewards. 

The mullet, flying before their big 
cnemies, rush into shallow water and 
are scooped out by the waiting ma- 
tives with hand nets. 


Fewer Fish In Lesser Slave Lake 


Not So Productive As In Some Former 
Years 

One and a half million pounds ol 
whitefish is the maximum cateh al- 
lowed by the government in the waters 
of the Lesser Slave Lake, During the 
summer fishing season this figure was 
not reached and the catch was con- 
siderably smaller than last year. In 
all 875,000 pounds of whitefish wags 
taken, with $9,000 pounds of pike, and 
98,000 pounds of pickerel, the opera- 
tions providing employment for 138 
men. ‘Twelve men were employed in 
fishing on Cold Lake, the total eateh 
being as follows: Lake trout, 386,000 


pounds; whitefish, $0,000 pounds; 
pickerel, 150 pounds: and pile, 200 
potiids. 


Moose Lake, 80 miles from St. Paul 
des Metis, was fished by five men, the 
catch being: Whitefish, 04,000 pounds; 
tullibee, 12,000 pounds; pike, 2,000

pounds; and piekerel, 87 pounds.

“This is an age of faked furniture,” 
said the proprietor of a London West 
ind gallery. “One comes across it 
everywhere. It is certainly more 
plentiful than genuine furniture. 

“Most of it is sold in the first place 
for what it is, accurate imitation, but 
later it comes into the market in the 
ordinary way to be sold as tho real 
thing. Some of the modern faking 
of Jacobean furniture is so good that 
it frequently deceives experts. ‘The 
nunibertof Tudor tables which are on 
the market Is enormous. There 1s 
about one for every six louses ot 
Tudor days. Of course, most of them 
wre Clever fakes.” 

A favorite device of the fakers just 
now js to plant their reproductions, 
carefully matured and dust-covered, in 
rural [énglish homes, where they aro 
eagerly snapped up by unsuspecting 
purchasers who go through the coun- 
try-side looking for antiques.

Will Science __ 
End War? 


Stated That Science of Chemistry is 
Able to Destroy the World 

Professors of mathematics in their 
lighter moments will sometimes en- 
tertain their students by demonstrat- 
ing in a inost plausible manner that 
one equals nothing. A convention of 
a thousand chemists in Ithaca, New 
York, has lately attempted to slow 
in a similarly plausible manner thai 
the more death-dealing instruments 
we have the safer human life will be- 
come, 

Sir Max Muspratt, one of the mast 
eminent of British chemists, stated to 
the convention that the science of 
chemistry has now reached the stage 
where it is able to destroy the world 
in short order; and Dr. Leo Baeke- 
land, president of the American Chem- 
ical Society, averred that the com- 
plete destruction of entire cities was 
merely a matter of somebody giving 
the order with such authority that tho 


chemists would lave to obey. But 
these authorities concluded — their 
statements by declaring that the 
chemists ought to turn to and help 


steer the world away from a frightful
